is based upon the Aid from experi- 
ment stations and farm agents. 


The need of the farmer for gov- 


ernment aid was dwelt upon by Mr. 
Meredith, who declared that many 
individual farmers are facing "bank- 
ruptcy today because, although they 
produced last year a crop 'exceeding 
the previous one, their total returns 
were much less, and they need aid 
that a liverable income may be de- 
rived from their work, 


"The federal department of agri- 


culture is often criticized for fool- 
ish expenditures," but 
when you 


learn that in spending $200,000 for 
research work, a brand of cotton is 
discovered that now brings in anmi 
ally to American growers $20,000,- 
000, you will see the expense is not 
a foolish one.

"Such large institutions if allowed 


to flourish will therefore eventually 
and naturally reduce 
the 
present 


large number of small middlemen. 
Could the process go forward the 
evil of the 
"middleman 
overload' 


would take care of itself in a nat- 
ural and normal way. 


"The only danger in .this process 


lies in the monopolistic control of 
prices which would result and which 
has so burdened our consumers. The 
remedy for this lies in state and na- 
tional reflation. 
Why has such 


rejrulation failed in the past? 
It 


has failed because the state and na- 
tional agencies responsible for the 
regulation has held office subject_to 
political changes of government in- 
stead, of being dependent upon good 
service. It has failed because the 
public has been too ready to believe 
stories circulated by big 
business 


subject to regulation and intended to 
undermine the government agent re- 
sponsible for the inspection and con- 
trol. What we need in this situation 
is a permanent efficient state and 
federal regulating agency protected 
from the undermining influences of 
big business and solidly backed by 
public opinion. 


"Farmers, as well as consumers, 


are expecting much of th« new ven- 
tures in marketing by the state. 
One of tihese expectations prevalent 
in many quarters is the idea that the 
state is to take over business, re- 
place all middlemen, and 
market 


farm products direct Nothing could 
be more unwise and farther from a 
sane progressive policy. Such a ptfi- 
icy would be paternalism and com- 
munism in the extreme. 


"The function 'of the state in mar- 


keting is but that of an umpire; a 
disinterested third party, to see that 
the 'game is played fairly* and that 
justice is done to all. The state can 
initiate an<? encourage 
good 
and 


profitable movements; set minimum 
standards; ttoow out tnose who do 
not live up to the standards; gain 
the confidence of the buyer; and se- 
cure markets at long distances. The 
knowledge on the part of the buyer, 
that the state guarantees minimum 
equality, weights and measures- of 
products soM, makes him willing to 
buy at long range."

Letter From Fola La Follette Describes 


Economic Conditions in Germany Today 


The following letter, reprinted from La FoIIette'a Mtgazine, was received from Fola La Follette by 


Mrs. R. M. La Follette. It contains a vivid picture of the present economic conditions in Germany as 
related by a friend of Fola. 


Dorothy M. is here. 
She has 
spent 
six 


months in Germany. She Bays that th» con- 
ditions there are yery bad. There is great suf- 
fering, through lack of .-coal and lack of nour- 
ishing food. The shortage of milk for the child- 
ren and those who are ill is .the worst of all- 
She says that if the world would make the- con- 
ditions less difficult for the Germans that there 
would be no possibility of Germany, swinging 
to the extreme left, but that if they continue 
to press Germany so hard that they will throw 
her into the arms of the Bolsheviki. Germany 
does not want civil war and the violence of an 
extreme revolution, but if she can't get coal 
to run her industries and if she can't get credit 
to purchase raw materials the answer will be 
a terrible upheaval. It looks as if 'the .English 
were beginning to discern this and were trying 
to ameliorate terms a bit. But France is full 
of fear of another invasion still. This emotion 
the- Germans find very natural in the French. 
They say that they understand the French hnte 
and fear. Bolly says that many of the more 
liberal spirits in Germany think that it is re- 
markable that the French do not hate and 'fear 
more than they do—in view, of the terrible devas- 
tation that their country has undergone. It is 
Amazing the liberality that one finds in many- 
quarters, here, but unfortunately the 'diplomats 
never seom to represent the spirit which might 
lead to better understanding- and more harmoni- 


ous adjustment. Strangers are told that France 
is very quiet and, content now, and the papers 
give one that impression, but one hears in vari- 
ous roundabout ways of strikes which do not 
find their way into print.

The other day I went to Callots, Mary, to see 


These notes are for 
you. The silhouettes continue to be the straight 
line.

This is modified by various draperies in differ- 
ent models giving variety.

The odors of the succulent onicn 


escaping from a restaurant into a 
theater were not sufficient cause to 
invalidate a rent contract in the 
opinion of the supreme court 
on 


Tuesday in the case of Charles Toy, 
MilwauKee, against J. B. Olinger. 
The court sustained the rent con- 
tract and dismissed the 
counter 


claim of Olinger for damages. 


This was an action commenced by 


Charles Toy in 1iho circuit court of 
Milwaukee county for the recovery 
of ?2,467 rental .on the 
premises 


known as the Paradise theater. J. 
B. Olinger counter claimed for dam- 
ages in the 
sum of 
$10,000 for 


breach of contract against Toy in 
that Olinger was deprived of 
the 


quiet use and- enjoyment 
of the 


premises leased by him from Toy. 
He claimed that Toy maintained a 
restaurant and that for the reason 
of the existence of noxious odors, 
and for noise and disturbance caus- 
ed by the opening of a cafe imme- 
diately adjoining the premises leased 
by Olinger, and that damage was 
done. After the close of the testi- 
mony the court directed the Jury to 
return a verdict for Toy on his com- 
plaint and to dismiss the counter- 
claim of Olinger. An appeal was 
taken by Olinger,

had been escaping from the base- 
ment into the theater premises pri- 
or to the defendant's taking pos- 
session thereof and could have been

waukee, of which 8,195 were regu- 
ar permits, 4,577 summer vacation 
permits, 344 after school permits, 
and 117 Saturday permits. 
55 % 


f these permits were issued to boys 
and 45 % to girls. 


.4,943 of the children to whom per- 


mits were granted found employ- 
nent in factories. The largest em- 
ployers of child labor in Milwaukee 
are the knitting, paper goods and 
hoe factories. 
891 permits were 


granted from employment in stores, 
21 for employment in offices and 
29 for 
employment in telegraph 


and telephone messenger service. 


14 % of all children to whom reg- 


ular permits were. granted secured 
such permits within the first month 
after they had passed the^ir 14th 
birthday and no less than 48 % 
within six months after they were 14 
years old.

THE MARKET CONFERENCE 


T 


HE market conference has been a pleasing, and no doubt a 


profitable get-together of the farmers. 
They have heard 


tiistinguished specialists discuss various phases of marketing 
problems. The importance of farm organizations have been dis- 
cussed. 
Representatives of the farm bureau and other organ- 


izations have been heard. Co-operative enterprises and trans 
portation problems have received attention. But only 'Edward 
Nordman, among all the speakers, emphasized the fact that the 
farmers' prosperity depends more upon LAW, and the char- 
acter of the GOVERNMENT under which we live, than it docs 
upon scientific farming or the most diligent industry. 


Last Saturday was known as transportation day, and a rep- 


resentative of the railroads was heard, E. E. Nash, general mar. 
ager of the Minneapolis and St. Louis railroad. But the Esch- 
Cummins LAW which has done so much to detract from farm- 
ers' prosperity was not considered at the conference. 


Of what avail are new and scientific processes, and of what 


avail is the tireless industry and economy of the farmer if he is 
permitted to be robbed of the fruits of his toil by the railroads 
which he MUST EMPLOY to transport his products to the mar- 
kets? 


And except Mr. Nordman none of the speakers emphasized 


the importance of relieving farmers from the excessive burden 
of taxation which they bear, and this can only be remedied by 
LAW. 


So while it is well for the farmers to engage in co-operative 


buying and selling, to use labor-saving machinery, to study the 
soil, and the best methods of preserving and restoring its fer- 
tility, while it is right for them to improve the quality of their 
live stock, not any or all of these things are of so much import- 
ance as the repeal of unjust LAWS which keep them poor by 
depriving them of the full product of their labor and which turns 
over to the privileged classes the major portion of the wealth 
which their labor produces. 


But more and more the farmers are appreciating these 


things, and are coming to see that they must organize for po- 
litical action if they are to obtain real and substantial relief 
from the evils under which they now suffer.

Says Wisconsin Dells Should Be 


Made A State Park 


(From Kilbourn Mirror-Gazette) 
America's past 
indifference 
to 


',he preservation of historic places 
r.nd objects has resulted in the loss 
f many of our most sacred his 
torical memorials. Many localities 
nbout which hung- associations of 
rreat events have been eradicated 
by industrial improvements. Build- 
'nirs; sacred to momentous incidents 
rf history, forests, old highways, 
'ndian trails, even mountains noted 
for some historical 
incident, have 


been sacrificed to the greed of com- 
merce. Lately, however, there has 
been an awakening to this vandal- 
ism, and popular sentiment is de- 
manding the preservation of his- 
torical sites and sacred memorials. 


' In this connection may be classed 
bhe Dells of Wisconsin river. No 
other locality in the 
west is as 


noted for interesting historical as- 
sociations. 
It has been said that 


Wisconsin is entitled to a promi- 
nent place in the history of the 
world on account of her preteri.torial 
history, and on account of the great 
men who have reflected honor and 
credit upon this country. The earli- 
est known land ou Ihis part of the 
^lobe was, the island of Wisconsin, 
left by the subsiding 
waters, an 


island of dry land long after Illi- 
nois continued to be covered by an 
ocean. 
In the 
study of geology 


students frcm tbe leading univer- 
sities find their most reliable and 
educating study of earth formation 
in the rock walls of the Dells. In 
the last glacial period 100,000 years 
ago, when that vast 
field of ice 


swept down from the north, it 
crossed. Wisconsin, over, the .present 
t»unties of Sauk and' Adams, of 
which the Dells is now the center. 
Noted, students 
of 
geology have 


been able to trace this glacial slide 
in this region and classes in geology 
visit :the Dells every year, finding 
here- the most valuable of all other 
research work. 


In importance of historical asso- 


ciations and relation to noted per- 
sons' the Bells surpasses all other 
.ocalities in the .state. When the 
Wjsconsin river' was a continuous 
highway between the great lakes, 
;he BGssissippi and the gulf, the' 
canoes of Indians "made" the 'Dells a 
rest point in tlheir journey. 
'La 


SaHe, Marqnette and other Jesuit 
discoverers found the same attrac- 
ion'in the Dells that the modern 
tourist does- today. .When Wiscon- 
sin was a territory, when this whole 
region was owned and occupied by 


"ndians, the government from Fort 
'A'innebago at Portage sent soldiers 
to the Dells to cut timber for buiLd- 
mg Jeff Davis, the president of 'the 
Southern Confederacy, when a lieu- 
tenant stationed at Port Winne- 
bago, was often sent with a detail of 
men through the Dells. In the days 
of the great lumber industry, when 
millions, yes 
billions of 
feet of 


lumber was rafted down the Wis- 
consin river to the Mississippi, the 
Dells was a stopping place for al! 
rafts, and among the rough, hardy 
raftsmen 
who made merry and 


often rough life in the Dells were 
men who became famous as states- 
men and soldiers in the nation. Nor 
is all pf this merely local history, 
confined to local tradition and old 
settlers' tales. 
All that has been 


here mentionel is a part of the his- 
tory of the state, to be found in all 
histories, and in the text books of 
public schools,. There are it is true, 
many beautiful romances, bits of 
tradition, and thrilling incidents 
told of the Dolls, but so wonderful 
are the natural formations, so in- 
spiring to romantic sentiment, that 
the most weird and thrilling imag- 
ery seems probable. 


Is it not time,.therefore, that the 
state should make this incompar- 
able attraction, this locality so rich 
in historical associations, a 
state 
park? 
Is there another spot in 


America so valuable in its suggest- 
ive relation to history that has not 
already become state property? 
It 


is not top late even yet to preserve 
its primitive character, to prevent 
the devastating 
encroachment of 


commercialism. The Dells are just 
as they were when Jean Nicollet 
first trod the soil of 
Wisconsin, 


when Black Hawk visited them, or 
when Jeff Davis cut logs along the 
banks, or Gen. Jo Bailye cut. tim- 
bers to build -fche first dam at Kil- 
bourn. But there can not be any 
more delay if the state would find 
them worth preserving. *

The village of Poplar in the nort; 
ern part of your'state is a vc;; 
prosperous community. 
The r.e'. 
settlers there are a hard workir.. 
people and determined to succeed ii. 
their enterprise. Milk is at presen. 
their main production which they 
ship in to Superior and Duh'.th. 


They have been paid approxi- 


mately six cents quart' for their 
pure and rich milk which, after i" 
passed all processes necessary 
in 


order to eliminate the bugs, is re- 
tailed here in Duluth at fifteen cents 
a quart. Now the monopolists with 
whom these farmers have been deal- 
ing refuse to cui down the price to 
the consumer and the result is, or 
claimed to be, that they are getting 
more milk than they can sell. For 
this "surplus" they have assumed to 
reserve the right to make dedilction 
in price. Being forced bo thus tran- 
sact their business at random by 
this arbitrary system the farmers 
And themselves at a jrreat disad- 
vantage. 
The manipulators 
know 


l.hat those farmers hav« no creamery 
or other nnarvediate device to utilize 
their product and they are now tak- 
n£ advantage of it. 
The farmers 


are up against it, for the present at 
least. 


We can't help sympathizing with 


Mie people at Poplar because we 
know how powerful and unscrupul- 
ous is the element with which they 
''ave to deal. Here in Duluth we 
have had our experience with this 
particular monopoly. Some years 
-g-o it made a' furious effort to do- 


.:it we wondered how it could be 
it the human race has not been 
voured and disappeared f-rom the 
cc of the eartfh a long- time a;ro. 
hey _said that there was no other 
:ilvation than to dc away with 
nail' and "irresponsible" milk deal-

Satisfied that we were ripe for a
